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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-6, 17-20, 24, 25 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Severns et al., US 5,668,102. The reference discloses biodegradable

rinse-added fabric softeners with improved perfume longevity. Liquid compositions 
according to the invention comprise about 0.01 % to about 1 0% of an ester of a non- 
allylic perfume alcohol. Among the exemplified esters is Didihydromyrcenol succinate 
(Example 2). The parent alcohol, dihydromyrcenol, has a ClogP of 3.030 (Table 2, col. 
16), implying that the ester will be even more lipophilic. Fabric softeners according to 
the invention (Example 12) comprise these lipophilic diesters, as well as silicone 
antifoaming agents. Rinse added fabric softeners are commonly added to treat fabric 
after it has been laundered in a washing machine with a detergent in the presence of 
water. Suitable detergents typically comprise anionic or zwitterionic surfactants. 
Examiner notes that it is notoriously common in the art to add colorants to rinse-added 
fabric softeners. This reference differs from the claimed subject matter in that it does not 
disclose a process which reads on applicant's claims with sufficient specificity to 
constitute anticipation. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to use such a 
process, because this reference teaches compositions comprising all of the ingredients 
recited by applicants, and these compositions are typically use in cleaning methods 
which meet the limitations of those recited by applicant. The person of ordinary skill in 
the surfactant art would expect the recited compositions to have properties similar to 
those compositions which are exemplified, absent a showing to the contrary.
